Breckinridge, 
using 
Evangelist Barnes’ sermon of Sun­ 
day night last at l.exington, Ky., as 
his text. 
Elder M cGarvey is out in a letter 
denouncing Barnes as 
a religious 
mountebank 
who 
has 
wandered 
from one church to another during 
his remarkably checkereil career in 
and out of the pulpit. 
He holds up 
Barnes as a man w] ;o has at various 
times 
claimed 
to 
have 
received 
sanctification, the power to heal by 
aunointment and the power to ab­ 
solve the sins of those confessing to 
him. 
After these humbugs were played 
out, 
Evangelist Barnes pretended 
that the Lord watched over him, 
even to the extent of keeping his 
organ in tune while it 
was 
being 
jolted over the mountain roads from 
one meeting to another, and as an 
evidence of his faith he threw away 
his spectacles and trusted to 
the 
Lord 
to see 
without 
them. 
Mr. 
NIcGarvey ailds: 
“ This experiment did 
not 
last 
long. 
He proclaimed that he then 
had faith enough to heal the sick, 
and that he would soon have enough 
to raise the dead. 
After some vears 
of a very noted career in Kentucky 
he went to India, 
and while there 
he had a revelation 
from the Lord 
that the 
English 
jieople 
are the 
twelve lost tribes of Israel, and that 
Queen Victoria is the head of the 
true church. 
He 
immediately o b ­ 
tained membeiship in the Episcopal 
church, but that 
church, like 
the 
Presbyterian, refused to indoise his 
heresies by putting 
him 
into 
the 
ministry.” 
Elder 
NIcGarvey 
follows 
Mr. 
Barnes in his strange career. 
After 
returning from India 
for years he 
exercised a remarkable intluence in 
Kentucky, 
but 
his 
glory has de­ 
parted and he can no longer obtain 
and hold the vast audiences that 
^nce assembled to hear him. 
Sev­ 
eral years ago he left Kentucky to 
make his home on a small island off 
the cost of Florida. 
The caustic letter concludes with 
a ( liscussson of the Biblical para­ 
graphs which iNvangelist Barnes and 
others have used in attempting to 
excuse Colonel Breckinridge’s short­ 
comings. 
The closing paragraph 
is as follows: 
“ I.et it 
be known at once and 
forever 
that 
there 
is 
nothing in 
G o d ’s holy book to extenuate the 
awful crimes proven against Breck­ 
inridge anil 
nothing to furnish an 
excuse for good people for seeking 
to re elect him .”
